It is also said th a t fighting has 
taken place betw een the invaders and 
the Chinese a t a tow n betw een th a t 
city and the frontier. 
The engagem ent is said to have end­ 
ed in a decisive victory for the Ja p a n ­ 
ese, who th en established them selves 
in the position previously occupied 
by the Chinese troops.

B A R R IC A D E S H IM S E L F . 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 29.—R. G. Dun 
Co.’s W eekly Review of T rade says 
Special inquiry has been made this 
week a t all com m ercial centers re 
garding the state of retail trade. Wide 
diversity appears id different trades. 
The m ain facts disclosed are: 
First, 
m arked im provem ent in the last m onth 
and a considerable excess over the 
business done a year ago, particularly 
in the necessaries of life. But, second, 
it appears th a t the volum e of trade a t 
present is on the whole considerably 
less th an in a norm al y ear a t m ost 
points, 
and in the more im portant 
trades is a p p a re n t^ about 20 per cent 
sm aller th an in Septem ber, 1892. 
The depression in prices of farm 
products w ill have some influence. 
U nprecedented records 
have 
been 
m ade in cotton and wheat, though as 
to w heat only in contracts for future 
delivery in w hich the prices are the 
low est ever made. 
The 
available 
stocks are about 15,000,000 bushels 
greater than a year ago, and w est­ 
ern receipts for the week were 5,252,- 
716 bushels, against 
6,191,034 
la st 
years, 
and since Aug. I, 
51,000,000 
bushels, ag ain st 38,008,000 la st year. 
The A tlantic exports for the week 
and since Aug. I have been about a 
th ird sm aller th an la st year, h u t the 
fall in prices during th e weeks has 
been 1.75 cents.

Blaze Has Not Bec<n Equaled Since the 
Great Prison Conflagation of Five 
Years Ago—Help Sent From St. 
Paul and the Flames Were Finally 
Controled. 


M in n e a p o l is , Minn., Sept 29.—W ord 
was received from Stillw ater, Minn., 
m idnight last night, to the effect th a t 
a disastrous fire w as in progress there 
and it w as s t’ll spreading. 
F o rtu ­ 
nately the w ind w as'driviug the flames 
aw ay from the business center of the 
city, b u t the en tire no rth end w as in 
danger. 
At one tim e the fire was 
w ithin 600 yards of the M innesota 
S tate prison. 
The fire broke out 
about 10:30, and w ith the heavy w ind 
it got beyond the control of the de­ 
partm ent a t the start, and as y et no 
estim ate can be given of the dam age. 
Among the buildings destroyed are 
th e power-house of the electric lig h t 
com pany and the m ill of the S till­ 
w ater M anufacturing company. 
Min­ 
neapolis and S t Paul were asked to 
send aid and several com panies from 
Sh Paul were sent to Stillw ater. 
The 
telegraph w ires are all down as a 
resu lt of th e fire and all communi­ 
cation is to be had by telephone. The 
S tillw ater M anufacturing com pany’s 
p lan t was a large planing milL 
A t 
1:05 word w as received from Still­ 
w ater th a t the fire departm ent had 
th e fire under control. 
The buildings 
of the T hresher com pany and S treet 
Railw ay com pany were saved. 
Sev­ 
eral residences and th eir contents 
were destroyed besides the m anufac­ 
tu rin g p la n t 
I t was the wrorst fire 
S tillw ater has seen for years, and 
was a rem inder of the great prison 
fire of five years ago.
